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MINUTES OF ORGANIZATION MEETING OF BOARD OF 
DIRECTORS, MAY 6, 1933 


The organization meeting of the Board of Directors of the Sierra Club was held at the club 
room, 1050 Mills Tower, San Francisco, California, at 10 o'clock, Saturday morning, May 6, 1933. 
Present: Directors Adair, Badé, Bernays, Clark, Colby, Dawson, Farquhar, Huber, LeConte, Mc- 
Duffie, Parsons, Price, Tappaan. Absent: Directors Adams and Yost. D. R. Brothers and Harry 
Hartman, chairmen of the Southern California and San Francisco Bay chapters, respectively, were 
also present. Mr. Bernays called the meeting to order. 

The report of the judges of election was thereupon read announcing that the following were 
dected on April 8, 1933, directors of the Sierra Club for the ensuing year: Herbert S. Adair, Vir- 
ginia Best Adams, William Frederic Badé, Phil S. Bernays, Lewis F. Clark, William E. Colby, 
Ernest Dawson, Francis P. Farquhar, Walter L. Huber, J. N. LeConte, Duncan McDuffie, Marion 
R. Parsons, Robert M. Price, Francis D. Tappaan, Mary Yost. A motion was passed thanking the 
judges of election for their work on behalf of the Club. 

The following were elected officers for the ensuing year: Francis P. Farquhar, president; Ernest 
Dawson, vice-president; William E. Colby, secretary; Walter L. Huber, treasurer. Duncan Mc- 
Duffie was elected the fifth member of the Executive Committee. Joseph N. LeConte was unani- 
mously re-elected honorary president. The following were elected honorary vice-presidents: Robert 
Underwood Johnson, Vernon L. Kellogg, J. Horace McFarland, John C. Merriam, John Barton 
Payne, Robert G. Sproul, Ray Lyman Wilbur. Francis P. Farquhar was elected chairman of the 
Editorial Board for the coming year. 

The absent directors, both of whom had written that they would be unable to attend, were 
excused. The minutes of the last meeting of the Board, held December 3, 1932, were approved as 
published in the December Sierra Club Bulletin. Mr. Huber’s report as treasurer for the year 1932 
was approved as published in the February Sierra Club Bulletin. 

The following resolution was adopted: 

Whereas the Board of Directors of the Sierra Club has learned with profound regret of the 
passing on of our esteemed member, Charles James Fox, be it resolved that this Board desires to 
express publicly its appreciation of the many years of devoted service rendered by Mr. Fox to the 
Sierra Club and to the work in which it is engaged, as set forth in the memoir published in the 
Sierra Club Bulletin for April, 1933; and be it further resolved that this resolution be entered upon 
the minutes of the Board and that a copy thereof be sent to Mrs. Fox. 

A petition signed by 47 members of the Club residing in Santa Clara County was presented 
asking for authority to organize a Santa Clara County chapter. This petition was granted, to be- 
come effective upon completion of the required fifty names. 

Report was made that, after the formation of a Winter Sports Committee, as authorized at 
the December meeting of the Board and announced in the December Sierra Club Bulletin, a great 
deal was accomplished in the short time remaining in developing interest in skiing, conducting trips, 
and giving instruction in ski-technique. A motion was passed to continue the Winter Sports Com- 
mittee for the coming year. 

It was pointed out that certain changes in the by-laws of the Club seemed desirable in order 
{0 meet the developments of recent years and to remove inconsistencies. Mr. Huber was appointed 
chairman of a committee to report on this subject at the December meeting. 
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Mr. Colby reported that the completion of the furniture for the new club room had bes 
deferred on account of lack of funds, but that the San Francisco Bay Chapter had generously yoted 
a contribution for this purpose. He read a letter dated April 20th from Mr. Hartman, chairmag W§ read the pr 
of the San Francisco Bay Chapter, advising that the chapter had unanimously voted to Contribute Hh jew years, | 
the sum of $350 to be used for this purpose.

Mention was made of the fine work of the Room Committee in planning a program of exhibits, 
as announced in the December Sierra Club Bulletin, and in arranging and hanging the pictures and 
other items of each exhibit. A motion was passed that the Room Committee be appointed for 


another year, with Ansel E. Adams as chairman, Mr. Adams being given authority to add to his The f 
committee, or substitute, as occasion may require. Outin

‘dent of the Club for the past two years but for many years of devotion to the Club.
